623-5-9 5o) , edvised during the afternoon of 6/11/60, that 
0D.--LIA PACKETT had beon in tolophonic contact with her and 
Mr. CLOUGH during the morning of 6/ll/60, but she did not 
furnish a rosidonco address. She was inouiring about the 
progroos of hor divorco action against LESTER PACKET?. She 
said that she did not know his current whereabouts, whore he 
could bo sorvod with legal papors surrounding tho divorco 
action. Mis 3 NOYOTiJY, said that Attornoy CLOUGH was out of 
th* 3 office and would not bo available until noon or lator on 
6/12/68. Photos of LESTER PACKET?, PRAIJK BRICKLEY, and JAMES 
EARL RAY, woro exhibited to Mioa NOVOTNY and oho was unable to 
idontify any of the photos a3 anycno sho had seon In person. 

Sonor AGUILAR, 212 Won t 4l3t Street , (tolophono 232-7366) who 
speaks vory little English, advised ho is tho father of 0D2LLA 
PACKET? . Ho said ho did not know whoro she was living, nor 
whore LESTER 2 HEARD PACKETT could bo loeacod. Ho stated that 
his d aughtor A!7T0!JIA AGUILAR, who gotx homo from work about 6:30 
to 7:00 PM oach ovenin.e, might know tho location of 0D2LLA 
PACKETT* AJ.TOUTA AGUIf .AR_ is tho younger sistor of 0 BELLA. PAG ICvTJ. 
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From Information she had furnlfhod, vrhcn oririnnlly lntorviowod 
by 3A FRANCIS G. KAHL and t he vrr itor on 5/21/68, ODELLA PACKETT 
Feportod that 3 ho wa3 living with ono JOHN NY SIM EONS at the time 
of hep arrest. Sho said that ho was rosi7jlng*¥E Tho Bollovuo 
Hotel In Loa Angel os, tho last sho had heard. Che indicated that 
it vaa her intontion to go back to living with him, upon her 
release from Jail In Juno 1968, : 

Acting on tho above information# SAS KAHL and BEJIJAKIN lntorviowod 
Mr. CLARENCE HOLBEIN, Day Clerk, Bollovuo Hotol, lQ09 West 11th 
Stroct, Loa Angoles, on 6/11/63. He said that JOHNNY SIMMONS 
had livod at tho Bellevue Hotel until about Juno 6 or 7, I960, 
at v/hlch time ho moved out and loft no forwarding address. He 
said that a telophono call had been received earlier in the day 
(6/ll/68) from SIMMONS, asking if any mail had arrived for him. 
None had, 90 he said ho would bo calling back again in a day or 
tv/o. He did not leave any forwarding address, nor did ho indi- 
cate from where ho was calling, except to 3tato he was calling 
from out of town. Tho agents' names and office tolophono num- 
ber wore left with Mr. HOLBEIN, with tho roquort that he contact 
them if he should learn tho w hereabout of either SIMMONS or 
ODSLLA PACKETT. Ho said that a rod-hoaadod woman, nanod ODELLA 
(LNU) had resided with SIMMONS for a brief period of timo over a 
month ago. Photos of FRANK RRICKLSY and LESTER EDUARD PACKETT 
were exhibited to CLARENCE HOLBEIN, who was unable to idontify 
any of the individuals as anyono he had soon previously* 

At approximately 7:25 P.M., 6/11/63, Mr. LOUIS ROTH, Manager, 

Hotel Bellevue, 1809 './• 11th St. (telophono DNnkirk 6-9802) 
telephonically contacted the writer. Ho raid that ho had not 
boon on duty at tho hotol at tho timo SAS interviewed his Day 
Clerk (HOI/'SIN). Ho said that ho recalled both ODSLLA and 
JOHNNY SIMMONS. Ho said that SIMMONS had moved out of tho hotol 
on Friday or Saturday, 6/7-8/68, and had not left any forwarding 
addross. Ho said that SIMMONS was quite anxious to got some mail 
from an unknown source, and had contacted the hotol sinco ho 
moved to ascertain whether or not tho mall had arrived. No did 
not on any of thoso occasions Indicate his prosont location.

1968, Ho did 3 ay;hcv/cvor, that FM*N K /? r> I p KT 2 Y had boon in Los 
Angolas' this past wook, from Wodnosday evening, Juno 5, I960 to 
at least Sunday afternoon, Juno 9, I960, Ho said that TOAMK had 
callod him at Western Union on Wednesday, stating he had just 
arrived in town end wanted WHITE to como to tho Greyhound Bu3 
Station at 6th a nd Los Anpolos Strcots to nick him up, which 
V.HTT3 did. IIo said that BRICKLEY livod in his (V/HTTE's) apartment 
during tho flvo day 3 he was in Los AngolG3. The last ho saw of 
BRICKLEY wa 3 Sunday about 11:30 AM to Noon, vhon ho dropped BRICKLEY 
off at the Original Pantry restaurant, on tho corner of 9th and 
Firuoroa, L 03 Angelos, where BRICKLEY said ho wantod to soe 3omo 
"old fr lends” (not otherwise ldontifiod), before heading back home.

Mr. ROY WHEATLEY, Managor, Cynthia Anartmmts, 1110 South Lako 
Stroot, advisod the vritor on 6/11/66, that his rocords indicate 
join! SIMMONS, mevod into Room 300, in tho Cynthia Apts., on .Tlaay, 
Juno 7, I960. Tho following Monday, a red-hoadod woman, ^scribed 
by SIM v 0NS as his wifo (namo not mentioned), moved in with SI-HKOlis, 
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Hr. WHEATLEY, vihoao telephone numbor ia 3G8-82!>7» rcportod there 
is no tolophono In tho SIMMONS apartment. Ho said that SIMMONS 
told him ho was employed at tho AAsP grocory store, on North 
Vermont Avenue, Just north of Hollywood Boulevard. Hr. WHEATLEY 
did not know tho hours of SIMMONS reported employment. 

On the morning of 6/l?/68, Hr. WHEATLEY stated that ho 
had not soon either SIMMONS or his "wifo" come, dov/n from their 
third floor apartment yet.

SAS KAHL and tho writer located JOIN f F°. E D ERICK SIMMONS In apart- ' 
mont 300, Cynthia Apartments, llTO £outft~Tak*o Strcob, L 03 Angolos, 
California, on tho morning of 6/12/68* Ho was partially drossod. 
0D2LLA PACKETT was In tho apartment with him. Thoy wore Inter-' 
viewed togothor. SIMMONS stated ho was born In Old Shavmoetov/n, 
Illinois, in_19Hl. He said ho 13 currently unemployed and drawing 
unemployment compensation. Ho said ho last saw LESTER EDWARD 
PACKET! on tho streot, near 7th and Alvarado, about three months 
ago. Said it was tho only time In his life that he hod soon 
PACKBTT. Photos of FRANK PRICKL3Y, his brother, JAMES EARL RAY, 
and LESTER PACKSTT were exhibited to SIMMONS. Ho stated ho did 
not recognize any of them; but ho did think that the photo of 
PACKSTT (which was not identified to him) resembled his rocolloction 
of PACKETT slightly; but he did not think it was a good likeness 
if it was actually PACKETT. (It is to be noted that in lato-Kay
